tio n. Only o ne co llege 
building es­ 
caped damage. Lass was estimated to 
exceed $250,000. 
The co llege Is o ne o f the o !de» st in 
the middle west. It was fo unded in 
1839 by the M etho dists and was pur­ 
chased

y ears later by 
the 
Church o f o f 
the Brethren, so me­ 
times called the Dunkards. 
Outside Aid Called In

Washingto n Press Co rrespo ndent. Friend Of Deceased 
Speaker, Writes Intimately Of His Life

Lacking this research is assu rance 
enou gh of telev ision’s potential prac­ 
ticab ility. of its fu tu re in a m anner 
m u ch similar 
to 
tha t 
of 
sou nd 
b roadcasting and receiv ing, and like 
ir e two-way telephone conv ersation. 
W hen this practicni form of tolw 
tision will arriv e, in w hat form, it 
what cost and u nder what condi­ 
tions or limitations are m atters of 
conjectu re. 
Opinions range all the 
way from the contenton that tele- 
• sion is here already and is av ail­ 
ab le for less tha n $100 to the other 
extreme that it won’t b e av ailab le 
in a practical way for another 13 
years, and ev en then only 
those 
who can well afford it. 
Ju st now a great nu mb er of on- 
ameers and scientists are applying 
themselv es to research in this field.

from the first with the leading law­ 
yers of the colony. 
On January 1. 1772, 
he married 
Martha Wayles Sk elton, a childless 
widow' of twenty-three, v ery hand- 
aone. accomplished and v ery fond ot 
music. 
Their married life was ex­ 
ceedingly happy, and Jefferson nev er 
remarried after her early death. Of 
six children, two daughters 
alone 
surv iv ed infancy. 
Jefferson was 
« motional, and v ery affectionate at 
home, and his generous ami dev oted 
relations with his children and his 
grandchildren are among the finest 
features of his character 
In 1779, at almost the gloomiest 
stage of the war in the Southern 
states. Jefferson 
succeeded Patrick 
Henry as Gov ernor of Virginia, be­ 
ing the second to hold that office 
alter the 
organization 
of the Gov ­ 
ernment. 
In his second term the 
state was ov errun by British troops 
and Jefferson, a civ ilian, was blam­ 
ed for the 
ineffectual 
resistance. 
Most of the criticism of lus admini­ 
stration was grossly unjust 
His 
conduct being attack ed, he decline! 
réélection to the Gov ernorship, but 
unanimously returned by Albemarle 
as a delegate to the State Législa­ 
ture. 
From 1784 to 1789 Jefferson was 
in France, first under an appoint­ 
m ent to collaborate with Benjamin 
* rank Un and John Adams in nego­ 
tiating treaties of 
commerce 
with 
European countries, and 
then 
a 
Frank lin's successor as minister to 
Prance. 
He was exceedingly popu­ 
lar as a minister 
During this time 
he assisted in negotiating a treaty 
cl amity and commerce with P rus­ 
sia and one with Morocco, and ne­ 
gotiated with France a "conv ention 
defining and < lablishinu tie* ri.iht . 
and priv ileges of consul? 
and v ice 
consuls." 
W hen Jefferson 
left France it was 
with the intention of 
soon returning j 
but President 
Washington tendered 
him the Secretaryship 
of State » nd 
he 
reluctantly 
accepted.

tired from the Presidency, he had 
been almost continuously 
in

public serv ice for forty years 
H 
refused to be reelected, for the third 
time, though requested by the leg ' - 
la lures, » of fiv e states to be a candi­ 
date. 
Thus, following W ashington’ 
example, he helped to establish a 
precedent deemed by lUm of great 
importance for preserv ing a demo­ 
cratic spirit in the Presidency. 
W hen he died, he chose for the
